Steve Moreen KA6UGS from Coachella Valley (Palm Springs area) will present to us 
about the relatively new FCC rules surrounding RF Exposure. 


Some PARC members may actually know him, as he did live in the San Diego area for 
some time and is familiar with the club and knows some members. 


The FCC has revised the rules and regulations concerning human exposure from radio 
transmitting stations. The new rules went into effect June 1, 2020. However changes to 
the existing rules were delayed until May 3, 2021 and existing stations have until May 3, 

2023 to comply. New stations must comply after May 3, 2021. 


Before the new rules went into effect, most amateurs were able to use a Categorical 


Exclusion to the FCC requirement, to evaluate if a station fell under the Maximum 
Permissible Exposure limit. The new rules replaced the Categorical Exclusions with a 
new mechanism called Exemptions to Routine Evaluation. The Exemptions are based 

upon frequency, power and distance. 


Steve Moreen, KA6UGS, has developed an on-line worksheet which allows an amateur to 
determine if a station meets the Exemption to Routine Evaluation and the maximum 
station power allowed under the Exemption. 


Steve will explain how to use the Exemption Calculator worksheet and provide 
background information about meeting the FCC’s new rules concerning Human Exposure 
to RF. 


Steve was first licensed in 1966. He holds an Amateur Radio Extra license and General 
Class Radiotelephone license. He recently retired from a 53 year career in 
radio/television/satellite communications technology.

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John Tentor — Ham gear donation to PARC By Jen Tentor 
I’m not sure when John Tentor got his ham license, but he was on the radio ever since | can 
remember. | knew where to find him after dinner, in his shack, listening intently to the squawks 


and squelch, or tapping out code, making contacts around the world. He was something of an 
amazement to me with all of his talents and pursuits. 


John traversed around a little bit before landing to stay in San Diego. After his peacetime army 
stints in Germany and France, getting an advanced degree in Chemistry, starting a family in 
Missouri, moving to New York to work for General Electric then moving again 1972 to work for 
Burroughs and then Hewlett-Packard in San Diego, he finally settled down. 


But not really! | remember he was active with the Palomar Amateur Radio Club, T-hunting, field 


days and meetings. He was an officer | believe, too, at some point. | know he made ID buttons for 
new members with a button maker...| still have mine! He was very proud of his antenna hidden in 
a flagpole in our backyard to skirt the local regulations. He also played table tennis like a fanatic. 
He would use his handy-talkie to check in with his long time playing partner, “Mitch”, on the drive 
to Balboa Park each week to play. He was a decorated senior “TT” player (as we called it), 
competing in the Senior Olympics and open class tournaments. His neighbors told me he played 
cards with them all the time, too. | know he was in a bowling league. 


And he also raced his Sunfish sailboat during the summers with the San Diego Sunfish Fleet. 
Always competitive, chasing the win, his sailing buddies gave him a yellow jersey with “Follow 
Me” stenciled on the back. He traveled to Australia multiple times. He loved the Albuquerque 
Balloon Festival and the Torrey Pines Glider Port. He also pursued our family genealogy with 
fervor, meticulously researching for years to create our family tree. He wrote and published 
his own memoir, “Memories of My Life”. Where did he find time for all of this?! 


As John got older, and slowed down a little, he mostly enjoyed his house and neighbors in PQ 
and visits from his children and grand and great children. He died in January 2019 at age 88, a 
few months shy of his 89th birthday and | am thankful he missed the pandemic. Some of the old 
timers may remember John. He made it clear to his family that his ham radio gear be donated to 
the club he loved, PARC.
